On October 14 and 15 Detective 
Sergeant Matthew Hall, a ten year 
Veteran of Indian Country Law En- 
forcement visited the Ho-Chunk Na- 
tion with the goal of assisting in 
targeting prevention of gangs and vi- 
olent crime. 

Detective Hall, currently the Su- 
pervisor of the Arizona Tohono 
O'odham Nation Police Department 
Anti-Violence Unit (AVU) is tasked 
with the investigation of gang, gun, 
narcotic, and fugitive related crimes 
occurring on or with a nexus to the 
Tohono O'odham Nation. He is a 
member of the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigations (FBI) Safe Trails Task 
force and has assisted in the assess- 
ment of gang activities on several lo- 
cations across Indian Country. 
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Detective Sergeant Matthew Hall of the Tohono 
O'odham Nation Police Department. 


He is a graduate of the 
Federal Law Enforcement 
Training Center Criminal In- 
vestigator Training Program, 
the Northern Arizona Re- 
gional Training Academy, 
and the Washington State 
Reserve Police Academy, 
and holds a Bachelors De- 
gree in Communications 
from the University of Ari- 
zona. In addition, Detective 
Hall served on the police 
force for the Swinomish 
Tribe (WA) prior to joining 
the Tohono O'odham Nation 
Police Department. 

Detective Sergeant Hall 
has completed assess- 
ments/site visits to several 
Tribal Nation’s including: 
Swinomish (WA), Tohono 
O'odham (A Z), Salt 
River/Maricopa Indian Com- 
munity (AZ), Navajo Nation 
(Four Comers), Pine Ridge 
(SD), Blackfeet (MT), 

Rocky Boy (MT) , Lumi 
(WA), Puyallup (WA), Lac 
Du Flambeau (WI), Chero- 
kee (OK), and others as 
well. 

On October 14, Detective 
Hall and the HCN Chief of 
Police Daniel Libke met 


with school administrators, 
local law enforcement, youth 
services and community 
members to gain an idea of 
the level of gang activity in 
the Wisconsin Dells, Tomah 
and Black River Falls areas. 
The assessment was benefi- 
cial as it opened eyes to the 
things that have been over- 
looked. Chief Libke stated 
Detective Hall is very 
knowledgeable and offered a 
wealth of information. “It 
shows we have a lot to learn 
on the subject. The next step 
is to implement laws to pro- 
tect our children.” 

On October 15, Detective 
Hall offered an all-day 
workshop at the Blue Wing 
Community Center in 
Tomah, WI. Approximately 
40 participants gained 
knowledge on gang aware- 
ness, how violent crime be- 
gins and gains strength in 
tribal communities. The 
training offered information 
on gangs and violent crime 
trends, cultural implications 
of gangs in tribal communi- 
ties, improving the quality of 
life in tribal communities 
through effective programs 


and action planning. The af- 
ternoon consisted of dis- 
cussing viable solutions for 
the prevention of gangs and 
how to involve our commu- 
nities. It was stressed this 
isn’t a school problem, law 
enforcement problem or 
family problem. Rather this 


is a nationwide problem that 
needs to be addressed as 
such. 

Although this was Detec- 
tive Hall’s first visit to Ho- 
Chunk country, he was able 
to see there is an emerging 
gang problem within the

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Minors Trust Task Force 
seeking input and feedback 


Dear Tribal Members, 

This is to inform you that 
the Ho-Chunk Nation is 
preparing to update the origi- 
nal minor trust agreement 
with Old Kent Bank. Since 
its inception in 1998, the 
agreement has only been up- 
dated to provide for the estab- 
lishment of a minor trust and 
requires updates and amend- 
ments to address contempo- 
rary issues dealing with 
minors and adult incompe- 
tents. 

The original agreement is 
still known as the “Old Kent 
Bank” agreement even though 
Old Kent Bank was dissolved 
and a new bank, Fifth Third 
Bank, was named as the suc- 


cessor trustee. Through the 
years, the original agreement 
was never methodically up- 
dated as the tribal member ac- 
countholder needs changed. 

Based Ho-Chunk Nation’s 
assertion for high ethical 
banking standards, a properly 
updated agreement needs to 
be executed with Fifth Third 
Bank so that it can be held ac- 
countable for its responsibili- 
ties to the minor trust 
accountholders and the adult 
incompetent trust accoun- 
tholders. 

Here are some of the exist- 
ing problems with the way 
that the minor trust accounts 
and adult incompetent ac- 
counts:

1 . There is no specified Tribal 
Department created to deal 
with the minor trust and 
adult incompetent issues 
personally and internally. 

2. There is no probate code, 
nor is there a provision in 
the existing Old Kent 
Agreement allowing for 
the tribal court to exercise 
its sovereign jurisdiction 
regarding probate matters 
for account holders, forc- 
ing grieving families to ap- 
peal to a County court for 
probate of the tribal ac- 
count estate, which should 
not happen. 

3 . There is no provision deal- 
ing with removed and re- 
linquished tribal member 
accounts who either volun- 
tarily relinquish tribal 
membership, or for those 
who are validly removed 
for failing the DNA testing 
and requisite blood quan- 
tum requirements. 

4. The agreement consents to 
the jurisdiction in the state 
of Michigan where Old 
Kent Bank originally oper- 
ated from, however, the 
Ho-Chunk Nation is based 
in Wisconsin and Fifth 


Third Bank is based out of 
Ohio, but operating from 
Illinois. 

5 . The Old Kent Agreement 
fails to address certain 
tribal member on-going 
needs, such as education, 
an adult incompetent 
spendthrift and economic 
hardship. 

6. Adult Incompetent 
guardians must continually 
petition the trial court for 
provisional access for the 
basic costs of living, mak- 
ing it time-consuming, 
costly and difficult unnec- 
essarily for the tribal mem- 
ber that they care for. 

7. There is no provision deal- 
ing with economic hard- 
ships or exigent 
circumstances that tribal 
youth, adult incompetents 
and tribal families face in 
today’s economy. 

8. There is no provision deal- 
ing with accessing such ac- 
counts for educational use 
such as private schooling, 
online education and alter- 
native education when a 
tribal member can no 
longer attend a public 
school (i.e. expulsion, 


health needs, etc.). 

To address some of these 
ongoing problems, the Minors 
Trust Task Force was created 
to provide data, statistics and 
draft language to the Legisla- 
ture. Some changes can be 
done in the interim to allow 
for the Nation to exercise its 
sovereign right to govern it- 
self, however, more substan- 
tial changes will be 
forthcoming to ensure quality 
services from the trustee bank 
(such as Fifth Third is) so that 
the Ho-Chunk Nation can ef- 
ficiently provide responses to 
on-going tribal member re- 
quests without the existing 
delays that happen presently. 

If you have any questions or 
concerns regarding the minor 
trust accounts or adult incom- 
petent accounts, please send 
them in to the Ho-Chunk Na- 
tion Department of Justice 
and they will be respectfully 
forwarded to the Task Force 
for review.

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Choosing breakfast

Children choose what clothes they want to wear to 
school. Children choose what they want to eat for 
lunch. Rather than arguing about what to eat in the 
morning, ask kids to choose what they would like 
for breakfast ahead of time. 

“Some studies indicate that the more involved a 
child is in choosing what they are going to eat or in 
preparing food for a meal, the more likely they are 
to consume it,” says Theresa Wimann, Adams 
County WNEP Coordinator. Stack the deck and let 
your children make a breakfast plan for your family. 

Be sure to be a role model for your children. Eat 
breakfast at home with your kids or if children eat 
breakfast at school, be sure to let kids know that you 
and other family adults will eat breakfast later in the 
morning. “Some studies have demonstrated that 
children mimic their parents’ behavior from a very 
early age,” indicated Wimann. “Highlighting the 
importance of breakfast consumption in parents’ 
daily routine contributes to children making break- 
fast a priority.” 

The benefits of eating breakfast go beyond im- 
proved behavior and academic success. Studies also 
suggest that children and adults who eat breakfast 


consistently are less likely to be overweight than 
those who do not eat breakfast. Eating breakfast 
helps to control hunger, minimizes temptation to 
over eat throughout the day and gets your metabo- 
lism going. Our grandparents were right when they 
referred to breakfast as the most important meal of 
the day. 

Remember that eating breakfast: 

• Gives your body the energy it needs and starts up 
your metabolism. 

• Helps you achieve and maintain a healthy weight. 

• May decrease your risk of being overweight. 

• May contribute to improving your mood. 

• May help control overeating throughout the day. 

• Helps you do better in mathematical tests and 
matching activities. 

• Helps reduce early morning fatigue. 

• Helps improve your behavior and 

• Contributes to your ability to learn!

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Njjkuusra Community School 
offers choices in learning

On October 4, the Njjkuusra 
Community School, located 
within the walls of Alexander 
Middle School in Nekoosa, 
welcomed four Ho-Chunk 
students eager to learn more 
about the Ho-Chunk lan- 
guage, history and culture. 
This year’s students are 5th 
graders Cameryn Collins and 
Honey Dakota and 8th 
graders Kaitlynn Dakota and 
Tya Ruiz. 

Co-sponsored by the Ho- 
Chunk Nation and the 
Nekoosa School District, the 
school provides an alternative 
project based learning envi- 
ronment for learners in the 5th 
to 8th grades. 

Since it opened in January 
2009, Njjkuusra has been at 
two previous sites that re- 
moved students from the gen- 
eral student body. Citing that 
because students were being 
regularly transported to the 
Middle School for classes like 
physical education, arts and 
music and that the time spent 
traveling could be better used 
in the classroom, the Njjku- 
usra Community School Gov- 
ernance Board made a motion 
last May that the school be 
moved to the Middle School, 
a move that Middle School 
and Njjkuusra Principal Jon 
Sprehn believes will prove to 
be beneficial as the school 
seeks to attract new students. 
“We’re going to be here a 
long time.” 

He acknowledged that the 
school is beginning “a pivotal 
year” in the Nation’s effort to 
pass on its language, culture 
and traditions to younger 
members in a classroom set- 
ting. He added that although 
the current enrollment re- 
mains below the Nation’s and 
the district’s goal of 15 stu- 
dents, he is optimistic that 
with the move to the new lo- 
cation the number will grow. 
He explained that while any 
additional students this year 
would have to come from stu- 
dents living within the 
Nekoosa School District bor- 
ders, Wisconsin’s Open En- 
rollment Period, held each 
February, allows students 
from other districts to attend 
the following school year. He 
continued that while students 
from outside the Nekoosa 


District have expressed an in- 
terest in attending, until re- 
cently, when the Governance 
Board worked out transporta- 
tion issues, there was no way 
of getting the students to 
school. “That issue should be 
resolved by next fall. Until 
then, the staff and students 
will be the best salespeople 
promoting the school’s 
virtues,” he said. 

Among the community 
members supporting the 
school is Ericka Cloud, a for- 
mer member of the Gover- 
nance Board. Ericka’s two 
older children attended Njjku- 
usra and her daughter 
Cameryn Collins is a current 
student. Ericka believes that 
although the term, alternative 
school, may lead some people 
to think negatively of the 
school, she welcomed the op- 
portunity for her children to 
be exposed to something dif- 
ferent. She does believe that 
the Njjkuusra Community 
School Governance Board, 
the Nekoosa School District 
and the Ho-Chunk Nation all 
need to do a better job mar- 
keting the school and the op- 
portunities it offers. She 
explained that because most 
people likely do not under- 
stand the Project Learning 
Curriculum, they likely have a 
fear of the unknown and have 
been hesitant about sending 
their children into something 
they do not understand. It 
should be noted that visitors, 
particularly parents are al- 
ways welcome to visit. For 
security reasons, visits should 
be pre-arranged with the staff. 

Ericka continued that while 
some question the accounta- 
bility of Project Learning, stu- 
dents are held to the same 
standards of other students. 
She added that in some cases, 
because students are allowed 
to advance at their own rate, 
these students compare favor- 
ably with others when they re- 
turn to a public school. She 
added that her older two chil- 
dren who attended Njjkuusra 
are now both doing well in a 
more traditional setting and 
made mention that her daugh- 
ter was thankful to have used 
the math program because she 
was able to learn at her own 
pace and is now ahead of 
some of her peers at the fresh- 
man level. 


Sprehn is excited that for 
the first time the school has a 
licensed Lead Teacher with a 
background in the Project 
Learning Curriculum favored 
by the Governance Board. 
Kristin Kania brings four 
years of experience working 
in an atmosphere that pro- 
vides an alternative approach 
to education. Sprehn ex- 
plained that rather than to lec- 
ture the students, Kristin’s 
role is to help students acquire 
the skills needed to learn in 
and out of the classroom. 
Kania added that “we offer 
more flexibility and a more 
individualized education.” 

Instead of a formal, subject- 
orientated class, the teachers 
and students choose, plan, re- 
search and complete academic 
study and hands-on projects 
that result in real life product. 
Learning in and out of the 
classroom, students work to 
build “real world” connec- 
tions, working with commu- 
nity members and others in 
various areas of study. 
Progress in each area is moni- 
tored and the teacher must ap- 
prove any movement to the 
next step. It is believed the 
process of learning is more 
important than any exact, 
fact- based curriculum. 

Projects will have many 
components. Each project 
will generally last several 
weeks and the students will 
need to document the learning 
and time devoted to the proj- 
ect that must be approved by 
two advisors. Working from 
steps described in a Project 
Checklist, students complete 
each project by working with 
teachers to get help in prob- 
lem areas and to incorporate 
academic standards. 

After meeting with Kania 
and learning that she enjoys 
eating frybread, the class de- 
cided that their first group 
project would be researching 


and learning more about a 
food closely associated with 
Native Americans. Kania ex- 
plained that the project serves 
as a perfect example of proj- 
ect learning taking a simple 
idea and turning it into a re- 
search project. Along with 
researching, for example, 
when frybread was introduced 
to the Ho-Chunk people and if 
it was originally served only

at special occasions, students 
are researching if different 
traditional frybread recipes 
exist among Native tribes. 
Family members and others 
will be asked to share their 
memories of making frybread 
and perhaps pass along their 
favorite recipes. Although it 
is still early in the project, 
Kania continued that because 
the project requires a demon- 
stration of the final product, 
she is looking forward to the 
students preparing the food. 

Kania explained that current 


plans call for students to com- 
plete projects that involve in- 
dividual interests, service 
learning (working in the com- 
munity) and the Ho-Chunk 
Nation culture. In addition, 
students are required to spend 
at least 100 hours each on 
reading and math classes as- 
signed according to student’s 
individual ability. 

What makes the school 
unique is the time spent ex- 
posing students to the Ho- 
Chunk language, tradition 
culture and history. Teachers 
Ona Garvin and Helene Lin- 
coln, a Master Speaker who 
also serves as Curriculum De- 
veloper, work daily with the 
students in the more tradi- 
tional teaching environment. 
Using a program developed 
by the Ho-Chunk Nation Di- 
vision of Language and other 
materials created by noted 
elders Robinson Johnson and 
Lavina Thorud, Ona is fo- 
cused on the students learning 
the language and taking their 
new knowledge home and 
into the community. She 
stated that all the current stu- 
dents have a good foundation, 
having been exposed to lan- 
guage at a Ho-Chunk Head 
Start, at a Ho-Chunk youth 
program, or by family mem- 
bers who speak the language 
at home. Ona acknowledged 
local language instructor Jan- 
ice Savage for her contribu- 
tions in helping people learn 
and others who by speaking 
Hocak, have enhanced and 
encouraged others to learn. 

The schools’ Vision and 
Mission Statement outlines its 
intentions: 

Njjkuusra Community 
School is a student friendly 
project based learning envi- 
ronment that offers students 
unique challenges to integrate 
the cultural arts, history and 
language of the Ho-Chunk 
Nation.

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15th Annual Law Day

On October 6-7, 2010, the Ho- 
Chunk Nation Trial Court hosted its 
fifteenth Annual “Law Day,” designed 
as a continuing legal education pro- 
gram for legal practitioners, and a 
community education event for tribal 
members. For the fifth year, Law Day 
was held in conjunction with a quar- 
terly meeting of the Wisconsin Tribal 
Judges Association, Inc. For the first 
year, the Court held a Tribal Court 


Clerks training component. Due to 
these varying training components, 
2010 represents the most well-at- 
tended Law Day in the Judiciary’s his- 
tory. 

The Trial Court elected to offer free 
Tribal Court Clerk training for a vari- 
ety of reasons. The general state of 
the economy and the recognized lack 
of resources for tribes to send their 
clerks to costly training caused Chief 
Judge Todd R. Matha to evaluate the 
issue. The Ho-Chunk Nation Judici- 
ary previously sent clerks to various 
tribal train- 
ings in Ne- 
vada and 
Colorado, but 
it found that 
the applica- 
tion of clerks’ 
concepts and 
duties were 
decidedly 
pan- Indian, 
and did not 
focus on Ho- 
Chunk spe- 
cific laws or 
court proce- 
dures.

Training discussed jurisdiction, confidentiality, due process, and 
court transparency. 


Rockman, and Staff Attorneys Re- 
becca L. Maki and Zachary H. Ather- 
ton-Ely composed a training focused 
on each tribe’s specific laws and court 
rules or procedures. The training dis- 
cussed jurisdiction, confidentiality, 
due process, and court transparency. 
Approximately, twenty (20) tribal 
clerks participated. Tribal clerk par- 
ticipants were generally from Wiscon- 
sin. The Judiciary also welcomed a 
clerk from the Nez Perce Tribal Court 
in Idaho. 

On Thursday, registrants attended 
Law Day, “Motion Practice,” which 
discussed burdens of proof, affirma- 
tive defenses, dismissals with or with- 


out prejudice, and post judgment mo- 
tions. The event developed into a col- 
laborative experience; a mechanism to 
share information, concepts, and ideas 
among Wisconsin tribal courts. In ad- 
dition, the information was gathered 
and presented in a format that pro- 
vided local legal professionals and liti- 
gants with the necessary tools and 
knowledge to litigate actions in the 
Ho-Chunk Nation Trial Court. If you 
are interested in receiving copies of 
the materials used and provided at 
Law Day, please visit the judicial 
webpage at www.ho- 
chunknation .com .

From October 6-8, tribal 
court personnel from through- 
out Wisconsin gathered at the 
Ho-Chunk Nation Wa Ehi 
Hoci Courthouse in Black 
River Falls. Along with pro- 
viding training to tribal court 
clerks and hosting the 15th 
Annual Law Day, the Nation’s 
Courthouse was the site of the 
annual meeting of the Wis- 
consin Tribal Judges Associa- 
tion. 

During the Tribal Court 
Clerk Training Sessions, held 
on October 6-7, Ho-Chunk 
Nation Chief Trial Court Jus- 
tice Todd Matha and Associ- 
ate Trial Court Justice 
Amanda Rockman explained 
and clarified the role and ju- 
risdiction limits of trial courts 
and how Public Law 280 af- 
fects Wisconsin’s tribal court 
system. 

Later Justices Matha and 
Rockman along with court- 
house staff attorneys Rebecca 
Maki and Zachary Atherton- 
Ely outlined and explained 
the specific duties and respon- 
sibilities assigned to tribal 
court clerks; including ethical 
considerations, scheduling, 
maintaining proper court pro- 
cedure, keeping accurate 
records and providing good 
service to those visiting the 
court. 

Asked if the Nation’s Judi- 
ciary was asked to, or volun- 
teered to provide the training, 
Judge Matha said that because 
in his experience other train- 
ing sessions did not specifi- 
cally deal with the unique 
challenges facing the Wiscon- 


sin Tribal Court System, the 
Nation’s Judicial Branch of- 
fered to host the training. 
Along with the training that 
was intended to provide the 
clerks a better understanding 
of some basic legal concepts 
they might encounter, Matha 
continued that rather than just 
explain the duty of court 
clerks, the training sessions 
were designed to help the 
clerks understand why they’re 
doing something. He added 
that because each one of Wis- 
consin’s 11 tribal judicial sys- 
tems is different, he and Judge 
Rockman cited specific exam- 
ples of how two tribal courts 
may reach a different decision 
when presented with the same 
set of facts. Clerks attending 
the sessions earned a Certifi- 
cate of Achievement recog- 
nizing their efforts. 

Held on October 7, Law 
Day topics included Burden 
of Proof, Waivable Defenses, 
Dismissals With or Without 
Prejudice and Pre-Judgment 
Motions. As in past years, 
Law Day was designed as a 
continuing legal education 
program for legal practition- 
ers and a community educa- 
tion event for tribal members. 
The three-days of activities 
concluded with the Wisconsin 
Tribal Judges Association 
meeting on October 8. 

As noted earlier, Wiscon- 
sin’s 1 1 tribes all have some 
unique law enforcement and 
judicial issues. Although all 
1 1 tribes have a judicial 
branch, whose source of 
power is generally a tribal or- 
dinance, the result of a Gen- 
eral Council action or was 


written into a tribal govern- 
ment’s Constitution, the judi- 
ciary branches have a 
different status in some tribal 
governments. For example, 
the Oneida Nation has an ap- 
peal system, not a court sys- 
tem and the Lac du Flambeau 
Court, though created by the 
tribe’s Constitution, is not a 
tribal service. Judicial sys- 
tems are funded by a number 
of sources, including the U.S. 
Bureau of Indian Affairs, the 
Great Lakes Indian Fish and 


Wildlife Commission, tribal 
funds, the U.S. Bureau of Jus- 
tice Assistance-Office of Judi- 
cial Programs and other 
discretionary federal grants. 

With the exception of the 
Forest County Potawatomi 
and Mole Lake Band of 
Chippewa all Wisconsin tribal 
governments, including the 
Ho-Chunk Nation, have or 
will have law enforcement 
agencies that will allow their 
courts to have criminal juris- 
diction over tribal members 


on tribal lands. The Menomi- 
nee Tribal Court has general 
jurisdiction over both criminal 
and civil matters and with an 
exception made for major 
crimes is most like a Wiscon- 
sin Circuit Court. 

Typically tribal courts de- 
cide matters relating to child 
welfare, conservation viola- 
tions, domestic abuse, small 
claims, tribal ordinances, nat- 
ural resources, domestic dis- 
putes, traffic violations and 
tribal employment issues.

According to the Ho-Chunk 
Nation By-laws, the Ho- 
Chunk Nation Youth Services 
Collaboration Committee was 
designed to represent the best 
interest and desires of the Ho- 
Chunk Nation Youth through 
active regular communica- 
tion; to express their needs, 
their concerns, and their 
ideas. The YSCC was organ- 
ized in 1996 in an effort to 
bring about a higher level of 
coordination among the pro- 
grams of the Nation for their 
youth. 

Membership for the YSCC 
are composed of designated 
representatives from the fol- 
lowing areas: AODA, Child 
and Family Services, Com- 
munity Health, Diabetes Pre- 
vention, Domestic Abuse, 
Education, Health, Heritage 
Preservation, Higher Educa- 
tion, Ho-Chunk Housing, Ho- 
Chunk Youth Fitness, 

Housing and Community De- 
velopment, Labor, Language, 
Legislature, Nutrition, Presi- 
dent’s Office, Social Services, 
Youth Councils, and Youth 
Services. 

By 1999, all those depart- 
ments willing to be on the 
YSCC committee drew up a 
strategic plan for the youth 
and since then, present com- 
mittee members continue to 
focus, revise and refresh a 
new strategic plan for the Ho- 
Chunk Nation Youth, in col- 
laboration with the Executive 
Branch, the Legislative 
Branch, and the Judicial 
Branch. “YSCC is comprised 
of all of the programs in the 
Nation that want to be in- 
volved and collaborate with 
each other for the betterment 
of the youth. The youth are 
allowed to become officers of 
this committee as they have 
the largest say in what should 


happen. “We do value their 
input,” said Lanette Walker, 
newly re-elected YSCC Chair. 

During a brainstorming ses- 
sion a number of years ago, 
some of the same critical is- 
sues of concern facing the Na- 
tion’s youth today were 
addressed, with positive role 
models ranking the highest. 
Other concerns involved al- 
cohol, parent involvement, 
consistent rules, education 
and grades, recreational op- 
portunities, transportation, 
language, domestic violence, 
support staff, spirituality, cul- 
ture, lack of respect, attitude, 
and respect, along with sev- 
eral other issues. 

The Purpose of the Youth 
Strategic Plan is the creation 
of a vision for the future, and 
today’s youth are the Ho- 
Chunk Nation’s future lead- 
ers. Looking ahead to the 
year 2020, the Vision state- 
ment for our Ho-Chunk youth 
states: The Ho-Chunk youth 
of today will be physically 
and spiritually strong, while 
being active leaders in their 
families, communities, and 
Nation. This strength and 
leadership will be nurtured 
through holistic and culturally 
appropriate Tribal program- 
ming, combined with a Tribal- 
wide movement towards 
education, mentoring, and 
community involvement. The 
Ho-Chunk Youth of today will 
be the positive role models of 
the youth of tomorrow, pass- 
ing on traditions of respect, 
responsibility, honesty, and 
cultural awareness. 

Although it is not quite 
2020, positive change has oc- 
curred but keep in mind 
change cannot happen 
overnight and it does take 
time. Since 1999, an annual 
calendar of events was com- 
piled to assist Tribal entities 
in planning for youth activi- 


ties that would help focus on 
the critical issues of concern 
facing our youth. 

On October 8, at the youth 
services facility in Nekoosa, 
sixteen individuals from the 
Youth Services Collaboration 
Committee met and discussed 
various items from the pro- 
gram to which they belong. 
One item discussed was an all 
area Halloween Party that is 
usually sponsored through the 
Family Services Grant. The 
next Youth General Council to 
be held on October 28 was 
also discussed, along with an 
update for the 2011 Indige- 
nous Games. 

The YSCC usually meets 
once a month with an average 
attendance between 5 and 10 


individuals. “We once had a 
meeting with 25 people be- 
cause that was just before the 
Game of Life. Which by the 
way this past Game of Life 
event was an effort by YSCC 
with the Family Services 
Grant taking the lead,” said 
Lanette Walker. 

New officers were also 
elected with Lanette Walker 
being nominated as YSCC 
Chair for a second time. Other 
officers included Penny 
Ybarra as the new Vice Chair 
and Katie Funmaker as Secre- 
tary. 

While there are many areas 
of concern affecting our 
youth, the annual calendar of 
events is only a stepping stone 
to help get to the vision of 


2020. At each bi- monthly 
YSCC meeting, the imple- 
mentation schedule will be re- 
viewed and updated and is 
used primarily as a measuring 
tool to help determine if the 
mission and goals stated 
within the Youth Strategic 
Plan are being attained, with 
the goal to work collabora- 
tively with all tribal youth de- 
partments and organizations 
to plan and implement pro- 
grams for the youth. There- 
fore, it is fitting that the 
YSCC recognized the impor- 
tance of bringing together all 
of the different youth-specific 
initiatives, ideas, projects, and 
proposals into a single, coor- 
dinated effort.

Teen pregnancy prevention, health and family communication emphasized

Wisconsin will receive $4.7 
million over five years to pre- 
vent unintended teen preg- 
nancy along with reduce the 
youth cases of STD and 
HIV/AIDS according to the 
Wisconsin Department of 
Health Services (DHS). 
Grant-funded programs will 
also help young people im- 
prove communication with 


parents, maintain healthy rela- 
tionships and understand 
basic financial topics. 

“These cost-effective pro- 
grams help young people see 
that they have positive op- 
tions and give them tools to 
stay healthy, prevent early 
parenthood and work with 
their parents to achieve their 
goals,” said Karen Timber- 
lake, DHS Secretary. “For 
each child making a healthier 
choice for themselves, we 
also realize cost savings in 
Wisconsin’s Medicaid pro- 


gram and other programs as 
well.” 

The grant funding comes 
from the Personal Responsi- 
bility Education Program 
(PREP) which is a component 
of the Affordable Care Act 
(AC A). The grant will support 
programs targeted at youth 
ages 10 to 19, especially at- 
risk youth who are homeless, 
in foster care, live in areas 
with high teen birth rates or 
are living with HIV/AIDS. 
Programs will also be re- 
quired to reach out to African 


American, Hispanic and Na- 
tive American youth. 

“Reducing teen pregnancy 
and STD rates are high prior- 
ity goals in our Healthiest 
Wisconsin 2020 plan. By 
helping more at-risk kids un- 
derstand the consequences of 
unintended pregnancies and 
infection, these additional 
federal resources will move 
us closer to our goal of im- 
proved health for our state’s 
young people,” said Timber- 
lake. 

The Department of Health 


Services (DHS) will partner 
with the departments of Chil- 
dren and Families (DCF) and 
Public Instruction (DPI) to 
plan and manage the grant. 
Funding will be awarded 
through a request for applica- 
tion process to local, commu- 
nity-based organizations, 
public health and human serv- 
ices agencies, local school 
districts and others.

Thermal imagining technol- 
ogy is typically associated 
with heat seeking missiles on 
F-22s or NASA scientists 
crowded around a monitor 
viewing “thermal images” of 
Mars. That’s all changing in 
Wisconsin Dells because that 
same technology is now being 
used to fix the leaking roof at 
Ho-Chunk Gaming Wisconsin 
Dell’s casino. 

Two roofing engineers were 
called in to perform an at a 
glance roof inspection. One 
of the engineers, a roof imag- 
ing expert, conducted a ther- 
mal roof scan on October 14, 
2010. Thermal image cam- 
eras were utilized to deter- 
mine exact locations of water 
infiltration. Upon the initial 
assessment, “The main issues 
for the problems are flashing 
(where material meets bends 
with a concave curve in por- 
tions of the roof) related with 
a small amount of blister con- 
cerns that may cause water 
draining issues,” Jones Fun- 
maker, Ho-Chunk Gaming 
Wisconsin Dells Executive 
Manager explained. 

As cited in a case study for 
pinpointing roof leaks in a 


non-destructive process by 
Lexington Infrared, this 
analysis is performed with a 
more precise, less invasive 
procedure. Infrared roof in- 
spections work on the prin- 
cipal that different materials 
in the roof have different 
thermal mass. This identi- 
fies water penetration at the 
top layer and is able to fol- 
low its path into the build- 
ing. Measurements, 
observations, digital photo- 
graphs, thermographs, defi- 
cient areas and 
recommendations are all a 
part of the inspection 
process. 

A majority of commercial 
roofs are expected to have a 
20 year life before requiring 
major repairs. The esti- 
mated age of the various 
roof sections at Ho-Chunk 
are the bingo hall 26 years, 
Phase I of the casino 16 
years and the Phase II expan- 
sion to include, the casino, 
hotel and convention center 
11 years. Four years ago 
major repair work was done 
on Phase I of Ho-Chunk’s fa- 
cility. Further preventive 
maintenance of the roof has 
been held off as long possible 
until the budget would allow 
for additional major repairs. 
“The roof has deteriorated 
faster than was initially antici- 


pated due to extreme weather 
conditions over several 
years,” Funmaker stated. 
“However, the warranty for 
Phase II is currently being re- 
searched to see if the materi- 
als of the roof are still 
covered.” 

At the time of the writing of 
this article results were not 
available. This report will 
outline whether or not the 
roof needs to be replaced and 


will show specific problem- 
atic areas in need of repair. 
Therefore, an estimated time 
frame for repairs has not yet 
been determined. The De- 
partment of Business has di- 
rected that this project be 
priority number one. Once 
problem areas of the roof 
have been identified and the 
best course of action deter- 
mined, Ho-Chunk will send 
the project out for three bids 


and expedite the repairs. 

Ho-Chunk is able to save 
thousands of dollars by hav- 
ing the damaged spots re- 
paired and avoid unnecessary 
repairs. Another winner for 
Ho-Chunk by utilizing this 
new technology as infrared 
inspection allows the roof life 
to be extended by being able 
to actually see problems and 
prevent damage to the struc- 
tural components of the roof.

The Ho-Chunk people are 
well-known for their patriot- 
ism despite the fact our rela- 
tives had to endure many 
hardships, by the very govern- 
ment they served. The follow- 
ing is a story about that 
patriotism and human perse- 
verance. 

The American Legion was 
founded in 1919 by veterans 
returning from Europe after 
World War I, and was later 
chartered under Title 36 of the 
United States Code. At that 
time; Native Americans’ were 
not even considered citizens 
of the United States of Amer- 
ica, so the newly formed Na- 
tional American Legion did 
not allow Native Americans 
to join their organization. 
However, after World War II, 
when Wisconsin Winnebago 
Warriors returned home, they 
wanted to join their local 
American Legion Post. The 
National American Legion 
still did not allow them to 
join. This did not stop them. A 
group of these veterans got to- 
gether and decided to form 
their own organization and 
called themselves the Wiscon- 
sin Winnebago Veterans 
(W.W.V.). They created their 
own charter and began a 
membership drive. There 
were veterans from World 
War I and World War II that 
joined. They did not have 
much money but many of 
them were very good athletes, 
so they formed a baseball 
team. For a small fee, they 
would challenge small towns 
in the area that had baseball 
teams. They made good 
money by doing this. Another 
way to make money was to 
put on ceremonial shows, by 
singing and dancing at differ- 
ent events. 

They raised enough money 
to conduct business, acquire 
uniforms, and colors (flags). 
Then on May 21 , 1949, they 
held their First Annual State 
Convention of the Wisconsin 
Winnebago Veterans held at 
Tomah, Wisconsin. At 10:00 
a.m. on that day they had a 
public installation of officers 
of the newly formed organiza- 
tion. Also scheduled on that 
day was a parade at 1:00 p.m., 
followed by an all Indian 
baseball game at 2: 15 p.m. . . 

In the evening they had an In- 
dian Ceremonial at the Tomah 
High School Auditorium at 
8:15 and 10:00 p.m... 

The Wisconsin Winnebago 
Veterans were being noticed 
more and more by the general 
public as a legitimate organi- 
zation. At one of their meet- 
ings; the Wisconsin 
Winnebago Veterans decided 
to take this another step fur- 
ther and voted to send a small 
delegation to Washington D. 
C. to participate in the Presi- 
dential inaugural parade. 

Rev. Mitchell Whiter abbit, 
the only Indian Chaplin in the 
U.S. Navy during World War 
II, was assigned the task of 


writing a letter to the Republi- 
can National Committee. In 
his letter, dated November 12, 

1952, he states: “We believe it 
would be a great honor for us 
to give again an expression of 
our loyalty to our country by 
participating in this honored 
traditional event. We, further, 
believe that we are the only 
such all-Indian veterans or- 
ganized group in the United 
States, having its charter and 
organization in the State of 
Wisconsin. We could give 
much credit to our common- 
wealth. There would be 
twelve of us in the delegation. 
We have uniforms and the 
necessary equipment to make 
a colorful unit. As for our ex- 
penses for the trip to Wash- 
ington D. C. we would not 
impose on anyone or group to 
help us. We would provide 
our own transportation, lodg- 
ing and other necessary ex- 
penses for such a venture. All 
we want is an opportunity to 
take part in the parade. Will 
you help us realize this great 
desire of ours?” 

A letter dated January 9, 

1953, was sent by James 
Foley, Inaugural Parade Com- 
mittee, which states: “You are 
hereby notified that you have 
been accepted as a representa- 
tive of your state for the Inau- 
gural Parade, January 20, 
1953. It is necessary that the 
enclosed questionnaire be 
filled out and returned as soon 
as possible. Please contact me 
upon your arrival in Washing- 
ton D.C...”

Milwaukee Indian leaders, 
Frank Smart, Chippewa, past 
president of the Consolidated 
Tribes of American Indians 
and Edward LaPlante, 
Chippewa, of the National 
Congress of American Indians 
learned of this venture and de- 
cided to organize a pow-wow 
to raise funds. LaPlante re- 
marked, “I think one of the 
downtown auditoriums or ho- 
tels will give space. I have a 
night job, so I can get to work 
early Monday on details. The 
veterans are really represent- 
ing all Wisconsin, not only its 
Indians. I think many people 
will be glad to pay admission 
to an Indian show to send our 
group to Washington.” 

A pow-wow was held at the 
Marshall Hotel in downtown 
Milwaukee and proceeds from 
the event went to help the 
Wisconsin Winnebago Veter- 
ans with their expenses. Then, 
on a cold day in January, 

1953, sixteen veterans and 
five auxiliary members left 
Wisconsin Dells, Wisconsin 
and traveled to Washington 
D.C. to participate in Dwight 
D. Eisenhower’s Presidential 
Inaugural Parade. 

The W.W.V. continued to 
provide organizational func- 
tions according to their char- 
ter, which included military 
funerals for fallen Wisconsin 
Winnebago veterans. One 
military funeral that brought 
them even more notoriety was 
when the remains of Congres- 
sional Medal of Honor recipi- 
ent Cpl. Mitchell Redcloud 
were returned from Korea. 

His funeral services was held 
on March 25, 1955 at two dif- 
ferent locations; 1:30 P.M. at 
the Langlois-Galston Funeral 
Home and then at 2:30 P.M. at 
the Evangelical Reformed 
Church Indian Mission in 
Black River Falls, Wisconsin. 
This was such a big event it 
got state wide media cover- 
age. Some twenty to twenty- 
five veterans’ organizations 
from around the area partici- 
pated, but the Wisconsin Win- 
nebago Veterans, who looked 
very impressive with their 
uniforms and colors, stole the 
attention of the media. 

Through perseverance and 
dedication of the Wisconsin 
Winnebago Veterans Associa- 
tion, they became a legitimate 
organization that was gaining 
State and National recogni- 
tion. Finally, in 1974 the Wis- 
consin American Legion 
realized that it had wrongly 
denied Native Americans 
from joining the American 
Legion and changed its poli- 
cies. Native Americans across 
the state were asked to join 
their local American Legion. 
The Wisconsin Winnebago 
Veterans decided to retain its 
own identity, by forming their 
own post. Andrew Black- 
hawk, a World War I veteran, 
donated some land east of 
Black River Falls, Wisconsin, 
on which to build a post. In 



April 1975 the National 
American Legion formally 
recognized the Andrew Black- 
hawk American Legion Post 
129 of Black River Falls, 
Wisconsin. 

Today, the Andrew Black- 
hawk American Legion Post 
129 has its’ own Legion 
building next-door to the Ho- 
Chunk Nation Tribal Execu- 
tive Office. The land donated 
by Andrew Blackhawk is now 
used for the Memorial Day 
Pow-wow, Mitchell Redcloud 
Pow-wow, and the Labor Day 
Pow-wow. The Ho-Chunk 
Nation proudly supports two 
other American Legion Posts; 
the Joseph White American 
Legion Post 442 of Wis. 
Rapids, WI and the Sanford 
White Eagle American Legion 
Post 556 of Baraboo, WI. 


What our veterans have 
today; was inspired by the 
Wisconsin Winnebago Veter- 
ans and their Auxiliary. Their 
definition of patriotism meant 
looking out for themselves; 
by looking out for their peo- 
ple and their country. We 
must all continue on with 
what they started and never 
forget what they accom- 
plished through their sacri- 
fices and perseverance. This 
means working together to 
support and honor all of our 
veterans. And be thankful for 
what we have.

areas he visited. Hall stressed, “This problem is 
at a level that should be able to be addressed 
successfully if the stake holders (community, 
programs, schools, Law Enforcement) are all 
willing to work cooperatively together towards 
a solution.” The Nation is taking gang activity 
very serious. He stated the Ho-Chunk Nation is 
above and beyond a lot of places as for taking 
the right steps for change, however there is al- 
ways room for improvement. 

Some comments included, “A lot of us are 
naive and inexperienced when it comes to iden- 
tifying gang activity. The assessment and train- 
ing offered insight on identifying what gang 
activity actually is”. A Ho-Chunk elder in at- 
tendance commented, “Sometimes the story 
continues on for years with no change, but other 
times there can be a turning point in one’s life. 
As Ho-Chunk’s we need to take action against 
gangs to help correct troubled lives. Change is 
needed now while they still have the chance. 
They need peace in their lives. This may seem 
cold and harsh, but fasting is the answer. Ho- 
Chunk’s used this as a way of discipline and 
learning. Now is the right time and it is impor- 
tant!” 

Hall stressed as a community we need to start 
contacting law enforcement when we see some- 
thing suspicious. It needs to be a community 
effort because the community has to be the eyes 
for law enforcement. By doing so we are build- 
ing relationships that will benefit our tribal 
communities. 

One of the many stories shared by Detective 
Hall involved two young native high school stu- 
dents, both on the same path: suspects in gang 
cases, arrests for curfew violations, destruction 
of property (graffiti), and minor in possession. 

With the intervention of Detective Hall, one 
of the youth was able to make a change. She 
moved into her grandmother’s house due to her 
mother and father both incarcerated in Federal 
Prison. With minimal contact with family 
members, her grandmother encouraged tradi- 
tional values and did not allow her to wear gang 
colors. She improved in school, began playing 
basketball, involved herself in cultural events 
and even began attending church. 

Today, that young woman continues to stay 
away from gang affiliation, continues to learn 
about her culture and attends Language classes 
on a regular basis. She was recently awarded 
the Female Character Award for her achieve- 
ments and continues to be a successful young 
native woman and role model.

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Legislature approves 
Veterans Home 
Ownership Program

On October 5, the Ho-Chunk Legis- 
lature approved and passed Resolution 
10-05- 10G, the first step in the Nation 
establishing a restricted fund to be 
used specifically to help provide home 
ownership opportunities to tribal vet- 
erans. 

Introduced by former legislator, 
Dallas White Wing, himself a disabled 
veteran, the resolution currently calls 
for the Veterans Home Ownership 
Program to be initially funded in the 
2011-2012 fiscal year. 

WhiteWing, who served during 
1968-69 with the 1st Marine Division 
in Vietnam, believes that the establish- 
ment of a home ownership program 
targeted to serve veterans “is a way to 
honor our veterans.” 

He stated that the Nation currently 
has 149 honorably discharged veter- 
ans, who have applied for home own- 
ership and have been denied funding, 
in part because of budget restrictions 
in the Nation’s Home Ownership Pro- 
gram. Resolution 10-05- 10G asked 
that $4,000,000 be put into a restricted 
fund and that criteria be created that 
would award veterans’ points to qual- 
ify for home ownership in the Veter- 
ans Home Ownership category. 

Aware that other sources of funding is 
available, WhiteWing believes that ap- 
proximately $16 million would be 
needed to satisfy the housing needs of 
those currently eligible. Because the 
number of Ho-Chunk veterans is 
likely to increase, Resolution 10-05- 
10G asks that the funding to the Home 
Ownership Program be replenished 
annually until all eligible Ho-Chunk 
veterans are serviced. 

On hand to support passage of the 
resolution was Jay Buchite, Valuation 
Officer with the U.S Department of 
Veterans Affairs. Currently in charge 
of a Special Adaptive Housing Pro- 
gram that helps veterans who have 
lost the use of their lower extremities 
obtain suitable housing; Buchite ex- 
plained that although there are grants 
available to help veterans, these grants 
have financial limitations. The Veter- 
ans Home Ownership Program could 
provide a sole source of funding or an 
excellent source of supplement fund- 
ing to veterans looking to build or buy 
an existing home, he said. He added 
that to his knowledge, no other tribal 
government has such a program. 



Concerned that many honorably dis- 
charged veterans never received hous- 
ing assistance, WhiteWing stated the 
purpose of the resolution was to rec- 
ognize the important role and status of 
the warrior in the Ho-Chunk culture. 
Too often, he said, tribal veterans have 
had to reach elder status before they 
were selected to receive housing from 
the Nation. 

In passing Resolution 10-05- 10G 
the Legislature agreed “that the hard- 
ships of combat duty and peacetime 
duty be recognized by the establish- 


ment of a separate class for Honorably 
Discharged Hocak warriors for the 
purpose of expediting the acquisition 
of housing for this heretofore ignored 
and deserving special segment of 
tribal society who invariable still bear 
the physical, psychological and spiri- 
tual burdens of the warriorhood expe- 
riences.” 

WhiteWing explained that because 
the creation of a Veterans Home Own- 
ership Program was one of the agenda 
items that was not discussed before 
General Council adjourned last month, 


he was grateful that that the Legisla- 
ture took up the matter. “I want to 
thank the Legislature for passing a 
resolution that will help our veterans,” 
he said. 

There is a lot of work that needs to 
done prior to implementing the VA 
HOP. The Legislative and Executive 
Branches of Government are working 
together on the program planning and 
execution. They are developing 
strategies which serve the purpose of 
achieving the program objectives.
